Dr. Kingsley Davis, one of the world's best known 
urban demographers, will give a noon lecture on 
campus on Friday, October 3, in MacLaurin 144. The 
topic will be "The Changing Demography of World 
Urbanization." Dr. Davis, who holds degrees in 
philosophy and sociology, is professor of sociology 
and director of international population and urban 
research at the University of California, Berkeley. 
The program is sponsored by the University's inter¬ 
disciplinary seminar on urban problems under a grant 
from the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation.

The department of chemistry will be arranging film 
programs on subjects related to its discipline 
twice a month throughout the session.

On October 22, same time and place, 
the department will screen an interview with Nobel 
prizewinner Linus Pauling. Everyone is welcome, 
with or without lunch.
